Egyptian policy makes it a absolutely 
necessary to maintain supremacy in 
the Mediterranean as it is in the Chan- 
nel. Whether the result is worth the 
sactifice, we hava oot now to inquire, 


Our position in Egypt and the Medi- 
terranean furnishes an excellent case 
for the application of those penoral 
strategic. principles on which Captain 
Mahan insists in-the work we alluded 
toa day or two ugo. That we are io 
Egypt at all is regurded as » proof of 
our perfidy and faithlessnees by France. 
‘The policy of occupying the country 
wag doubted by many Englishmen from 
the first, and Mr Bright left the Cabinet 
which directed the step. But ministry 
after ministry bas adhered to the line 
of action which took us there, and now 
we ceo o British force apparently 
about to undertake the conquest of the 
upper Nile, if not of the Soudan itself, 
How can we best jnilge of the sound- 
ness of our way or of the likelihood of 
permanent success t Are we preparin 
the way to an African empire whee 
shall surpass in extent our Indian one, 
or to a piantic collapse Which shall rob 
us of both? Into thia problem as wo 
are now cunceiving it, no questiona of 
how we got into Egypt should entér, 
We are only considering the advantages 
and the risks present and future of & 
continued occupation, So stated, tho 
pasar resolves itself into one largely 
ependent on facts open to everybody: 
Egypt lies on the great trade ronte 
which connects, and must always con- 
nect, the eastern and western shores of 
the Old Continent. No discovery, or 
invention, or political acheme, or pro- 
tective impost can seriously aitect 
it: neither. commercial combinations 
nor labour laws con make a per- 
manently cheaper route for @ ton 
of goods from the coasts of China and 
India to those of Europe than that 
through tbe Red Sea aud Mediterranean. 
On this world line we have established 
ourselves at Gibraltar, Malta, Aden, 
Ceylon, Penang, Singapora, Hongkong. 
Our policy has been consistent one 
and it has been apvropriate to our 
gims and ourmeans, For these stations 
form to all intents and purposes a atring 
of island forts, easy to hold, difficult to 
capture, nurturing our trade in peace 
and protecting it in war. Now the 
occupation of Egypt, whether for good 
or for evil, 13 a break in this policy. 
The geographical position and character 
of the country are entirely different 


| from those ‘of the other. stations on the 


route to the Hast, And its military 
characteristics are, if possible,. more 
differont still, Is it’ than -possible for 
England to hold on to Egypt in war? 
What do we gain by being there in 
peace ? Can we afford to run the risks? 
It is, of course, certain that so long as 
we can keep Egypt and keep peace our 
commerce bouefits immensely. An 
Lgypt held, for instance, by France, 
with the Conal controlled by Foonchmon, 
and the wholo administration inspired 
by dreams of an African empire extend- 
ine along: the southern coast of the 
Mediterranean from Morocco to Syria, 
would be very likely to. wake the Suez 
Canal a bursing question and British 
commercial disabilities intolerable. ‘So 
long, too, as we hold gypt we ara in-a 
for better position to help our Central 
African possessions. And wa shall no 
doubt fied that, as in India, its develop: 
mentand government pecessarily increase 
our military power for all purposes.’ At 
the same time it increases our risks, 
It is obviously a standing sore ‘for 
France, aud perhaps for some other 
nations. Adit probably crentes for us 
the grentest risk that will evar befall 
the Empire short of an occupation of. 
our own shores, that of maintaining, 
with eatirely inadequate land force, and 
moybe with insufficient naval strength, 
a weak position three thousand miles up+ 
aland-locked sea. _ | 

The history. of ‘our campaigns in 
Egypt ond tho Meditcrrancan permit of 
no deception onthe point. Whon in 1708 


| Jervis found himself inferior tothe Preach 


and Spanish fleets he was obliged to 
evacnate the Mediterranenn and con- 
centrate his: force at Gibraltar, Fol- 
lowing his retreat, Corsica and Italy 
fell. rupidly into the hands of France. 
When, after St. Vincent, we again 
grew strong enough to ‘go through 
the Straits of Gibraltar, the tables 
were completely turned. True it is 
that Napolgen reached Egypt with the 
huge fleet of transports which Nelson so 
narrowly missed, but the fisal failure 
was always hangin over Napoleon’s 
army, ‘and Nelson's victory in the 
battle, of the Nile only made it mora 
with all her military 
gia could/not maintain ber hold on 
Egypt with ber communications brokén. 
And in the same decade it was. clear 
that Malta itself must pass to the pre- 
dominant naval power in the Mediter- 
ranean. It appears to follow, therefore, 
thot if we intend to hold Egypt

THE OUARGM OF EMBEZZLEMENT 
AGAINS? F. WALKER, 


BENTENCE—SIX MONTHS’ TMPRISONNUNT. 

Tho hearing of the charge of embezzle- 
wont of $2,672,76 againot Mr I’. Walkor, 
Tato manager of the Vaotum Oil Company io} 
Hongkong, was resumed by Commander 
Hastings at the Magistrnoy to-day, 

Mr It. W: Mounssy appeared for the pro- 
seoution and Mr H, W. Looker (Mr Deacon's 
office) for the defenos. ; 

Mr Looker anid in this cane he spplied 
to his Worship to exercise bis powers to try 
the dofondent by summary juriediction and 
he did sg not beoanse ke thanght that thore. 
by the defendant would ‘neocasazily get ‘a 


‘lighter santence if bis Worship thought 


him guilty.than if he wont to the Suprema 
Court, but for the reason thot defendont 
hed then been ton days in prison, Ho wae 
naturally in a great atata of uncerteinty, 
and wished the case to be dispoved of as soon 


41 gg poasible in order that he might know his’ 


position, It would have taken up a great 
deal more timo if it had gona to the higher 
Vourt. [ho defence in thia case reste solely 
on & matter of law, on reference to other 
cagoa,.and if be had gone to the higher 
Qourt defendant woald havo been represonted 
by o barrister who would havo beba-much 
more able than he was, to pet theee 
unsos betore his Worship, He was 
In the rather unfortunate position in so far 
us he had beet unable to obtain any withcases 
to support any facts that he might think fit 
tu submit to hin, Tho only wituesses who 
could tell anything of the facta sas the de- 
fendant himself, and he was preoluded from 
bringing tim forward. Ha would havo liked 
to bring the munnger ut Singupore ood the 
General Managers who have visited the 
eolony from time totims. That would have 
entailvd a great deal of oxpense and a groat 
deal of time and he was obliged to contine 
himself entirely to the evidence. ho had 
eliziled from the witnesess for tho proscou~ 
tion, Ho referred his Worship to the Ordin. 
anoe wader which the charge had boca 
brought avd “submitted that tho defen. 
dant was not charged with having fraudulent- 
ly and feloniously embezzled the money. 
‘There wae no doubt that the defeadaat was 
short in his accouats. It would fave beon 
impowsible for the prosooution to bring any 
evidence except what waa produced by the 
defendant in the letter and otherwise, No 
facts had been proved by the prosecution of 
tha crithe of. embazzlement. Just beacause & 
man cannot account for moneys was no rea- 
sou why @ man should be accused of om- 


bezelement. He quoted from ‘Ronsell on 
Crimes’ ond said that as he heard the charge 
read there was oo refarenog to fraudulent or 
felonious embezzlement, 

His Worabip said it was stated distinotly, 
in the charge that he bad fraudalently and 
faloniously embezzled the money, 

Mr Looker submitted that ho did not re- 


member having heard the words when the 
ebarge was read over, He did nut think, 
however, this was very material to bia oneo, 
There was no evidenca whatevar that Walker 
fraudulently embezzled thie money. In 
Ruseclk it waa stated that the mere fact of 
not paying over money was simply o matter 
of acconot, There had nevor beon any con~ 
oealmont by the defendant. {tHad it oot been 
for his action Mr Bottenheim’ would not 


Y'| have been ablo to find out that ho was short 


in his accounts, or that he ambezzled these 
sums ag he put it. The defendaat would 
have bad on opportunity of suppressing 
these accounta and left the Colony. In 
embezzlement there must be an attempt to 
conceal. There had uot beon the slighteat 
evidence brought before the prosecution that 
the prisoner intended to conocal, in faot it 
had been very much the other way, It had 
been udmitted that there had been no ad- 
jnstment of accounts for two yoors, The 
proseention’ had shown that the prisoner 
was.most unbusineswliko in hia methods, 
and that he received moneys whieh he 
never paid over, but they had not in.any 
way proved their charge of embezzlement, 
Hu was not allowed to keep a cheque-baok 
until January when the General Manager 
cawe rouod. He had to keep'a sum 
origivally of $300 and then $500 whieh was 
kept for disbursoments fran which he had 
to pay the salaries of tho staff and olfias cx- 
pensea, The Company must have been 
doing a large business judging from{these 
cash memos, and it wae quite olonr this 
sum was nut sofficient to meet the dine 
burscments neccesary tor the defendant to 
wake, He bad either. ty say te people 
‘You must wait natil E get monoy from tha 
Home Office’ or take it' from the collectign 
account, It might bave got the Company o 
bad name for psymenta io Hungkang, and 
therefore he used his discretion and took 
the money from the collection acount, : ft 
goma ont in the crosaexamination that 
Walker was not remitting all tho mouoya 
ho recsived, and he submitted that the. pro~ 
per couree tor the Company to udopt wontd 
have beeu to instruct their General Manager 
to go into the books and have a general 
audit when he came round,. Me Walker ia 
payicg “his moveys into his private ac- 
count did not keep a anfiiciant cheok and 
ho got considerably overdrawa io his private 
account; The only evidence thoy could 
show bow much he was short wos trum this 
private book produccd, “Mr Bottenheim 
bad showa the only other way was by wir. 
ing to Ningapore or to. Bombay and finding 
the smount of oil sent to Hoogkong aud the 
moneys roosived by them. The defendant 
voluntarily came forward~-ha had no reason 
to think that he was wring in his accounts 
and when these were gone inte thers was 
no evidence, whatever of frandulout inten 
tion, and in fact it is much to the contrary, 
If ho had had avy intestion to defraud the 
Company he would not have brought for- 
ward these mewos, ‘hero. bad heon no 
evidence sto’ ebow Mr Walker had .rageived 
instructions og to the munagement of the 
basipess, if there had been any instructions 
the proseoution would havo brought them 
forward, and whea Mr-Botteubheim stated 
the fact of instructiona being issued hu was 
atating a fact be avuld not possibly prove, 
Mr Bottenheias himeclé bad eaid be bad sot 
come oa any avidenoe of frandulent inten- 
tion, He asked ‘biy Worship to consider 
that the prisoner had oover for a moment 
oonocaled that he wos due the Company the 
money and also that he bad been vonflued in 
prisoo Jaa forciga Iaad away from all frieuda 
who could pousibly get to him in order to help 
him in any way, and all that time had been 
in groat ouspense, which wan o groat deal 
worse than it he had known he was serving 
@ proper term of imprisonment thors, 

Mr Moungcy anid he was convinded his 
Worship would agree with him that a8 ro. 
gards the plain’ fects of the cade (ho offence 
with which the defendsnt.was now charged 
had bean fully brought: tome to bim, Of 
gourse bis Worship wee perfectly well aware 
that thoto were many tachafoalities whiob

also lost $2,572.76. ‘The cash memos had 
not been made out by the defeadant until he 
was requested todo no by Mr Hottenbeim. 
The defendant must have koown all along 
whut be was duing, aud he ‘mast havo 
known the Company wero dissatisfied with 
the way ba conducted bis busicess, There 
wore lettera from the Company reeking with 
dissatisfection, It was in the evidence that 
the defendant wished to give over the 
management, ho wae sick of the manage. 
mont, Why wesheaickof it? Because be 
was in a wioss, sud bis .grest ides was to 
got out of it as soon as he possibly 
could, and, if posible, cast the responsibility 
on the shoulders of somebody else, r 
‘Walker never intended that that private bill 
book should be found. He had it in bis 
private oom. If he bad denied taking the 
money he would hare beon put iu a worse 
position than he was now, ae reply conld 
havo been xecaived at once from Singapore 
by telegraph and. in four daye afterwards 
the papers showiag tho. stato of matters 
could have arrived, Ha was not in a position 
to do anything eles, and he therefore thrust 
himself upon the mercy of hisemployers. Hia 
friond had referred to the olerk’s salaries. 
All muaeys were romitted from the Singapore 
branch for paymont of olerk’s salaries aod 
office expenses. Tho evidence was 50 olear, 
and every foot produced in ovidenoe had 
heen proved, and proved most euolusively, 
that no question of law. could asiso upon o 
charge of thie deacription, unless the detence 
could show that the prosocution could, not 
prove any part of tho ovidenco, which in 
thie oase they had not. ‘The principle rea~ 
sun the ptoseoution ‘bud agreed to His 
Worship dealing with this case summarily 
was that thesentonce would have been lighter 4 


than that which.tie otherwise might have |- 


received hod bo been committed for trial, 
and also for tho reason of not wishing to pro- 
ceed in any unduly horsh manner. Taking 
into consideration what his friend had said,- 
he submitted that the charge had been fully 
brought homé to the prisonor, and that he 
should bo convicted, and he confidently left 
the case in his Worhip’s hands. 

Tha Mngistrato eaid be had no hesitation 
in convicting. Ha took iuto consideration that 
tho prisoner bad given every aasistance to the 
proseoution’ when be was discovered. He 
aould not do less, however, than ioflict the 
waxitaum ponolty of six monthe’ impricon- 
ment. with hard labour.

DRAINAGE WORKS, _ ; 

Ju addition to the work carried out by the 
owners of property of their. own initiative a 
great number of houses, which were found 
on inspestion to be in an insanitary aondi- 
tion, have been re-drained at the raqueat of 
the Board. 

Tt will ba observed that qeacording to this 
table a very large number of houses (2,035) 
havo been carefully inspected and found to 
be dofeotively drained and consequently the 
owners have been culled on to redrain them, 
[n adition to these, 1,673 houses wera fuund 
to haeither in yood order, so far as their 
drainage arrangements wore concerned, or 
which only required to have down-pipea, 
traps, ote, oto, tepairod-to put thom ia good 
order. 

‘The complaints concerning the choking of 
the new pips-draing have beon ‘far lesa fra 
quont than in past years. I feel sure that 
a gtent many Chineso householders have 
artived at the conolusion that aftor all these
